Injured  Student 
Returns  To  Hospital 

A wound  on  the  forehead,  believed 
at  first  to  be  only  a gash,  was  thought 
to  be  a fracture  of  the  skull  when 
Alan  Naylor,  Bountiful,  was  returned 
to  the  Aird  hospital  Friday  evening 
for  a second  examination  and  treat- 
ment. He  had  been  released  Friday 
morning  after  seven  stitches  had  been 
taken  in  the  wound,  incurred  when 
the  iron  handle  of  a hand  hoist-crane 
flew  off  the  spindle  and  struck  Naylor 
above  the  eye. 

The  accident  occurred  at  11  o’clock 
Friday  morning  while  a crew  of  uni- 
versity students  worked  laying  the 
pipeline  at  First  East  between  Elev- 
enth and  Twelfth  Nlorth.  Holding 
aloft  a 1200  pound  concrete  pipe,  the 
hoist  got  beyond  control  when  Naylor 
and  Nathan  Hale,  holding  a crank  on 
the  other  end  of  the  spindle,  lost 
balance  and  released  the  crank.  One 
crank  flew  off  and  struck  Naylor 
above  the  right  eye.  , 

He  wjis  taken  to  the  Provo 
Hospital  in  the  pick-up  truck  of  Mr. 
J.  W.  Sauls,  caretaker  of  the  upper 
campus.  There  he  was  treated  and 
regained  consciousness  thirty  minutes 
after  the  accident.  He  left  the  hos- 
pital at  once  and  walked  to  his  apart- 
ment at  468  North  First  East.  About 
5 o’clock  in  the  evening  he  felt  faint 
and  was  again  rushed  to  the  hospital. 
Doctors  stated  that  he  must  remain  at 
least  a week.

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YOUTH  AND  POLITICS 


Charges  that  student  government 
is,  at  best,  superficial,  and  that  it  is 
foolish  to  submit  questions  of  policy 
to  the  student  group  were  revived 
when  the  results  of  ijie  student  vote 
on  the  amendmeflts  were  made  known. 

Are  these  charges  tenable? 

This  much,  at  least,  is  true.  Hours.  A. 
of  discussion  were  spent  in  meetings ' 


In  last  week’s  Literary  Digest  appeared  an  article  entitled  “Op- 
portunity  Knocks  for  College  Students,”  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
this  statement  occurred : “There  are  several  student  organizations  in 
America  at  present,  but  none  of  them  has  yet  perfected  an  organiza- 
tion and  settled  upon  a purpose  which  can  compare  with  the  “youth 
movements”  which  have  developed  such  tremendous  power  in  other 
countries.  There  have  been  undergraduate  demonstrations  against 
war,  but  no  national  youth  drives  to  gain  political  power.” 

Herein  lies  a definite  challenge  to  American  youth,  and  especial- 
ly to  American  college  youth.  Not  long  ago  President  Nicholas  Mur- 
ray Butler  of  Columbia  university,  stated  that  “the  future  of  any  in- 
ternational accord  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  college  youth  of  the  coun- 
try” further  urging  that  “they  take  the  responsibility;  for  the  direc- 
tion of  public  opinion.”  This  latter  statement  is  important  and  it  i; 
pertinent  to  ask : How  many  of  us  while  in  college  or  after  leaving 
the  classroom  for  life,  exercise  or  will  exercise  the  kind  of  influence 
which  will  compel  the  arousal  of  a constructive  public  opinion  on 
matters  of  local,  national,  or  foreign  import?  • 

Is  is  true  that  some  of  our  college  men  become  active  in  local 
and  state  politics,  but  it  is  appalling  to  note  with  what  intent  some 
enter  the  field.  Personal  aggrandizement  in  the  matter  of  prefer- 
ment to  political  offices  and  the  like,  seem  to  be  moving  causes  to 
action  on  the  part  of  some  young  and  coming  politiciant. 

As  a protective  measure,  government  may  enter  into  business 
and  industry,  but  it  seems  only  in  time  of  crisis  has  this  been  re- 
sorted to.  It  is  known  how  definitely  politics  and  big'  business  have 
tied  the  Gordian  knot  about  each  other  in  the  recent  past;  the  re- 
sults have  been  revealed  to  the  public  in  the  investigation  of  numer- 
ous scandals  within  the  year,  and  it  is  high  time  that  politics,  as 
such,  should  be  subjected  to  a control  stronger  and  more  tangible 
than  has  heretofore  been  apparent. 

Hep  then,  is  a magnificent  opportunity  for  American  youth  to 
exploit  itself  in  a field  of  action  for  which  a proper  college  training 
should  fit  them.  But  criticism  shows  itself  here,  and  college  youth 
is  challenged  by  Federal  Commissioner  of  Education,  Mr.  Zook  (and 
others)  as  follows:  “My  complaint  about  college  students  is  that 
they  are  too  darned  docile.” 

Perhaps  we  are  “too  darned  docile;”  perhaps  we  lack  what 
William  Allen  White  considered  to  be  a characteristic  of  the  real 
college  man  and  woman  when  he  said:  “The  ideal  student  is  always 
in  revolt.  Conformity  is  death  to  youth.”  There  may  be  reasons 
for  our  “docility ;”  some  of  them  are  apparenti  on  a friendly  campus 
such  as  ours,  and  what  we  need  undoubtedly,  is  a sense  of  direction, 
to  know  where  we  are  going,  to  know  that  we  have  a social  and  moral  wield  them?  Or  can  this  coup  I’etat 
obligation  to  the  society  in  which  we  move.  In  other  words  we  I considered  as  a reaction  against 
’ ■ ’ the  situation  this  year  of  no  unafili- 

ated  representation  on  the  council? 
Or  am  I giving  too  much  emphasis  to 
this  possibly  insignificant  coinci- 
dence? 


And  another  close  presidential 
election  became  history.  Memories  of 
that  thrilling  one-vote  victory  of  Mark 
Eggertsen  over  Mark  Broqjcbank  in 
1932  were  aroused  by  the  5-vote  mar- 
gin in  the  current  race. 

But  the  election  of  1932  had  an 
aftermath.  Following  the  "battle  of 
the  Marks  " a student  forum  was  held 
to  discuss  the  legality  of  the  one-vote 
margin.  Charges  of  shady  politics 
were  bandied  back  and  forth  by  sup- 
porters of  the  two  candidates  and  the 
legality  of  a one-point  margain  was 
challenged.  The  affair,  luckily,  was 
concluded  gracefully. 

Happily,  the  election  this  year  had 
no  “hangover."  This  was  doubtless 
due  to  the  ^ct  that  the  incumbent  of- 
ficers made  a definite  move  to  check 
over-zealous  cbmpaigning,  and  also 
to  the  fine  attitude  the  candidates  had 
toward  clean  elections. 

B.  Y.  U has  an  unusual  record  for 
scandal-less  student  elections.  Let’s 
maintain  it.

of  the  executive  body  before  the 
amendments  were  finally  submitted  to 
the  student  body.  These  amendments 
with  possibility  one  exception,  re- 
flected the  decision  of  ten  prominent, 
representative  students  who  have  an 
insight  into  the  needs  and  functioning 
of  the  student  body  machine.  They 
undoubtedly,  have  the  interests  of  the 
students  at  heart,  and  yet  some  of  the 
amendments  were  over-ruled.  What 
is  the  explanation? 

An  interesting,  judicious  departure 
from  the  customary  in  awarding 
scholarships  was  instituted  by  Dean 
De  Jong  in  the  recent  music  festival. 

Rather  than  handing  out  scholar- 
ships indis^iminately  to  the  most  tal- 
ented, the  music  department  adopted 
a policy  of  granting  financial  aid  only 
to  those  talented  musicians  that  really 
need  help  in  getting  to  school  next 
fall. 

This  seems  a sensible  course  since 
unneeded  financial  help  misses  its 
mark  and  since  in  a contest  ^here  the 
standard  of  talent  is  high  as  with  this 
one,  nearly  anyone  in  the  top  brack- 
ets is  worthy  of  attention.  'The  uni- 
versity can  feel  that  the  recipients  of 
those  scholarships  are  outstanding 
musicians,  and  also  that  the  scholar- 
ships were  used  to  good  avail. 


The  student  body  president  and  two 
class  presidents  as  recently  elected, 
are  unaffiliated.  Just  what  signifi- 
cance does  this  have? 

Does  it  mean  that  the  unaffiliated 
students,  easily  in  the  majority,  are 
sensing  their  powers  and  beginning  to 


need  to  realize  that  we  have  a definite  part  to  play  in  “making  the 
world  safe  for  remocracy.” 

Other  countries  look  askance  at  the  United,  States  with  regard 
to  many  of  its  most  apparent  weaknesses — disregard  for  law  and 
order  as  manifested  more  recently  in  kidnapping  and  racketeering — 
and  the  time  is  ripe  for  college  men  and  women  to  take  a stand  and 
to  realize  that  college  is  a place  wherein  the  framework  of  a useful, 
unselfish,  and  practical  life  is  built. 

God  may  be  in  his  heaven,  but  all-  is  not  right  with  our  world. 
As  students,  we  must  interest  ourselves  in  ideas ; we  can  no  longer 
sit  down  and  permit;  an  older  generation  to  sign  away  our  lives  as 
it  were — we  need  to  act,  to  become  acquainted  with  the  ills  which 
beset  society,  and  to  set  ourselves  at  the  task  of  contributing  our 
“mite”  to  alleviating  them. 

In  February,  1932,  he  World  Disarmament  conference  met  at 
Geneva,  Switzerland  to  discuss  the  problems  of  world  disarmament. 
James  F.  Green,  a Yale  graduate  of  1932,  as  spokesman  for  the  under- 
graduate student  of  Great  Britain  and  America  appeared  before  that 
conference  and  among  other  things,  said:  “It  is  young  men  and 
women  of  my  age  who  will  be  commanded  to  commit  suicide.  It  is 
my  generation  which  will  be  requested  to  destroy  the  best  of  human 
crilture,  perhaps  civilization  itself,  for  causes  which  future  historians 
will  discover  to  be  erroneous,  if  not  utterly  stupid  or  actually  vicious. 
We  have  thus  lost  interest  in  being  prepared  for  cannon  fodder." 

So  youth  is  coming  to  its  senses  in  some  measure.  The  charge 
of  the  future  is  with  us  who  live  now  "j  what  are  we  doing  about  it? 
We  need  an  increasing  interest  in  politics,  the  politics  which  has 
heretofore  determined  the  way  of  peace  and  war.  We  who  are  to  be- 
come the  taxpayers  of  thefutude  should  know  that  of  every  American 
dollar  paid  in  taxes  to  the  Federal  government,  about  is  spent 
for  wars  past  and  future,  and  only  approximately  18%  for  general 
governmental  purposes,  including  education. 

College  students  today  are  faced  with  opportunities  for  public 
service  and  this  can  be  as  well  performed  through  an  interest  in 
political  affairs  as  in  any  other  field.  Indeed,  the  future  seems  to 
hold  untold  advantages  for  those  who  are  equipped  as  social  scient- 
ists, for  while  the  industrial  era  has  built  up  a machine  efficiency 
of  incomparable  note,  the  rights,  and  the  privileges  of  the  average 
man  lie  short  of  adequacy  as  far  as  social  needs  are  concerned. 


Professor  Isidore  Bay,  director  of 
the  Astronomical  Society  of  Lyons 
states  that  there  is  a possibility  of 
man’s  reaching  the  moon  in  48  hours. 
He  explains  that  the  conveyance  used 
would  be  one  of  the  rocket  variety, 
powered  by  radium.  A speed  of  12,- 
000  meters  a second  would  have  to  be 
developed  to  raise  the  rocket,  accord- 
ing to  his  estimates.  If  this  experi- 
ment were  possible,  Venus  could  be 
reached  in  46  days  and  Mars  in  86 
days.
